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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 3/4/05. 

2. The Amendment filed 3/4/05 successfully overcomes the rejections set forth in 
paragraphs 1 and 2 of the Office Action mailed 12/8/04. Accordingly, these rejections 
are withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 3 is objected to. because of the following informalities: in line 1 , "ration" 
should be corrected to -ratio- (see original claim 3). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over US 2002/0101552 to Yi et al. (Yi) in view of US 6,022,647 to Hirose et al. (Hirose) 

for the reasons of record as set forth in paragraph 3 of the Office Action mailed 12/8/05, 

and as further discussed below. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the 35 USC 103 rejection over Yi in view of Hirose, 
Applicant argues that Hirose fails to teach or suggest the claimed banks or a method 
including the claimed step of forming banks on the reflection layer. However, it is the 
position of the Examiner that the barriers of Hirose correspond to the banks of the 
present invention. The barriers of Hirose have ink repellant characteristics, and prevent 
mixing of differently colored inks which are charged onto the substrate using an ink jet- 
recording apparatus (e.g. see column 3, lines 16-32 of Hirose), as do the banks of the 
present invention.
